4. Disqualification.— No person, 

(a) who has entered inlo or contracted a maniffee' with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, shall be 
eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that ihere arc other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule, 

5. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 

6. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shull affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit, and other concessions required to 
be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes 
and other special categories of persons jn accordance with 
the orders issued by the Central Government from time to 
time in this regard.

3. Calculation of gross value of properties.— The gross 
value of all properties movable and immovable, for any finan- 
cial year shall be calculated by aggregating the principle 
values of all properties specified below, in respect of which 
estate duty has been assessed in that financial year, namely : 

(1) Tn the case in which the death occured before the 
1st day of July, 1960. 

(a) shares or debentures in any company referred to in 

section 20 A of the Estate Duty Act, 1953 (34 of 1953), 

which pass on the death of the deceased and in respect of 
which the company is accountable for the estate duty, if the 
principal value of such shares or debentures exceeds five 
thousand rupees; 

(b) all other properties included in the estate of the de- 
ceased if the principal value of the estate exceeds the limit 
specified below, namely ; 

(1) fifty thousand rupees if the estate includes an interest 
in the joint family property of a Hindu family governed by 
the Mitakshara, Marumakhattayam or Aliyasantena law; and 

(ii) one lakh rupees in other cases. 

(2) In the cases in which the death occured on or after the 
1st day of July 1960. 


(a) shares or debentures in any company referred to in 
section 20A of the Estate Duty Act, 1953 (34 of 1953), 
which pass on the death of the deceased and In respect of 
which the company is accountable for estate duty, if the 
principal value of such shares or debentures exceeds five 
thousand rupees ;

4 r Provisional distribution of estate duty.— The share of

estimates for that year and the second instalment being equal 
to the Stale's share of the duty as in the revised estimates 
for the year less the sum already paid.
